Mayor  Hayward  informed  the  Coun- 
cil last  night  that  work  would  l>e 
started  on  %  small  job  today  which 
will  provide  for  a  f*w  mori*  men. 

The  fundH  voted  last  nlfflil  l>y  the 
CoiiiH  il  will  be  uMe,!  to  flnanf  >  the 
proummme  of  puhHc  workii  Intro- 
duced by  the  unemployment  com- 
mittee last  Tofsday  and  adopted  hy 
tho  Council. 

Of  the  unemployment  relief  funds, 
1250  will  be  used  to  give  about  elx 
men  work  In  beautifying  Roaa  Bay 
Cemetery.

The  Remedy 

Keniedy  -There  are  two  ways  of 
dealing  with  the  (irlental  prnblenj  In 
Urltlnh  Columbia.  The  flrat  which 
I  shall  mention  can  hardly  be  recom- 
mended, only  In  extreme  measures 
need  to  be  reaorted  to.  The  first  Is, 
"Boycott  of  the  Orientals;  and  the 
aeoond  is.  "A  treaty  with  the  Oovern- 
ment  of  Canada  with  the  Japanese 
and  Chinese  Oovernments  to  return 
all  the  OrlenUls  to  the  Orient." 

The  simplest  way  to  deal  with  the 
problem  Is  the  second  way  and  that.  Is 
the  Immediate  return  of  alt  the 
OrlenUls  to  the  (Jrlent.  That  In  the 
only  st.ateaman-llkc,  the  only  ('hris- 
tlan-llke  solution  to  the  problem.  I 
know  there  wlll.be  a  lot  of  senti- 
mentalising on  the  part  of  aome  peo- 
ple and  there  wHl  t>e  horror  on  the 
part  of  the  Orientals  here;  and  there 
will  be  the  spirit  sf  dsspair  on  ths 
part  cf  others  who  say  that  the  prob- 
lem Is  tee  far  bayond  us  to  do  any- 
thlnf.

The  \  tctoriu  men.ber  declared  Vttat 
motor  licence  money  received  by 
muntolpallties  waa  also  sarnuurked.

Unomplojrassas 
Refarrlttg  to  tha  nnemploy* 
mesa  sitnatlon.  Majror  Hayward 
said  that  oon4ltlons  had  never 
been  so  ssrioue  In  Victoria  aa 
they  were  at  the  pre.-ient  time, 
and  he  urged  the  Oovernment  to 
pla.  '•  .  ti  a  iipropria  t  ion  In  t^le 
eatln.uies  that  would  help  to  meet 
the  altuatlon. 

"I  regret,"  he  said,  "that  no 
,  reference  was  made  to  a  vote  %a- 
lag  made  to  take  eare  of  what  I 
wonM  term  the  acute  stat*  of 
ths  unsmploymsnt  situation.  In 
the  Winter  of  1011-22.  conditions 
were  bad  and  the  Oovernment 
at  that  time  provided  $250,000 
for  unemployment  relief  In 
1822-23  this  was  reduced  to 
$47,000,  and  last  year  It  waa 
sllmtnated  entirely.  Apparently 
the  Oovernment  prpposss  to 
leave  It  out  this  Winter  also. 

"Might  I  ask  the  Oovernment 
members  If*  their  eyea  are  closed 
to  the  unemployment  altuatlon? 
no  they  believe  that  because 
flowery  reports  are  submitted  to 
thb4  Houee  about  the  number  of 
Indufltrles  and  the  number  of 
persona  employed,  that  all  l.s 
well — that  the  goose  bangs  high 
and  that  the  full  dinner  i>ail  is 
ths  order  of  the  day?  I  am  not 
a  peskinslst.  but  Just  the  same  It 
la  a  false  poeitlon  to  sasume  when 
one  refuaes  to  see  what  'can 
plainly  he  seen.  It  Is  jiot  a 
pleaaant  view,  but  It  la  up  to  thla 
Oovernment  to  do  itS  Utmost  to 
make  If  ritfht." 

The  •'.  iiMerv.itlve  member  for  Vlo- 
torla  referred  to  the  altuatlon  Insttch 
tsrma  aa  abnornwl  and  deaperately 
aeute.  It  had  outgrown  the  ability 
of  the  lajrger  municipalities  to 
properly  take  care  of  unaided. 

"From  my  actual  experience  I  think 
I  can  trnthfuUy  say  that  so  far  iis 
the  \'lctorlu  constituency  l.s  i-on- 
lernod,  the  unemployment  question 
has  nevor  been  so  nerlous  aa  It  la 
at  thla  minute,"  he  declared.  "From 
information  I  received  from  the 
Mayor'a  office  at  Vancouver  last^ 
wn(k,  ths  same  conditions  pertain  In 
the  TernUnal  City. 

"Early  last  week  I  was  4nformnd 
by  the  Ooverniment  Bmpleyment  Of- 
fice, Victoria,  thht  they  had  over  alx 
hundred  registrations  of  unemployed 
for  .  whom  no  work  could  be  found, 
and  I  do  not  believe  that  this  num- 
ber re>reaenta  the  whole  uf  the  un- 
employed in  this  city.  It  at  a  con- 
servative estimate  we  sasume  that  SS 
per  cent  of  the  number  givna  are 
married,  with  aa  avamge  Sf  four  to 
a  family.  It  means  that  we  have  ap- 
proximately three  thoueand  persona 
today..  In  thia  city  alone,  unable  to 
get  the  ordinary  necessities  uf  life. 

"Victoria  has  made  .a  start  In  tak- 
ing care  of  the  situation  and  l.t  open 
Ing  up  V  ork  which  perhaps  coul.l  he 
better  n:id  more  cheaply  accompllahed 
at  a  later  date.  The  city  is  also 
fssdlng  those  who  are  pmotloally  at 
the  verge  of  starvation.  What  we 
are  doing  is  only  a  preliminary,  but 
we  cannot  properly  tackle  this  ques- 
tion without  assistance.** 

The  Mayor  asserted  that  among 
ths  ranks  of  the  city's  unemployed 
were  cttlsena  of  the  best  type,  pro- 
fessional men,  skilled . moehsSlea  and 
artisans  ot  all  cli
